Town Meeting 
Items Let Town 
Control Land 


By Karen L. Day 


With another comprehensive permit 
filed and several others expected, two 
articles in the town meeting warrant call 
for permission to allow the Board of 
Selectmen to exercise eminent domain, 
if necessary, in order to ensure proper 
use of land presently owned by Champy 
Construction, Shetland Properties, Per- 
kins Family Trust and George Stevens. 

The Champy/Shetland property con- 
sists of nearly 68 acres accessed by Hav- 
erhill St., and the Perkins/Stevens land 
totals about 61 acres off South St. 

According to Town Planner Steven 
Colyer, there has been interest express- 
ed by various developers to obtain these 
properties for comprehensive permits 
development, and the proposed articles 
would allow the town to exercise greater 
control over how the land is developed. 

“It would be like a design contest,”’ 
said Colyer, about the program based on 
one in the town of Lincoln. 

The Planning Department would com- 
pile a manual, a ‘wish list” of require- 
ments for the development of the two 
properties, after having a consultant 
compile a site analysis. This wish list 
can include limits on number of units, 
unit style, and even the percentage of 
units that will be subsidized as ‘‘afforda- 
ble housing” units. Colyer has already 
applied to the state for a $40,000 grant to 
get the ‘wish lists” completed. 

The town would then send out these 
manuals to any developer interested in 
one of the two properties. The developers 
would develop and submit their plans, 
meeting the requirements set forth in the 
manual. The town can then “pick and 
choose” who would develop the prop- 
erties, and more importantly, how they 
would do it. 

If a developer decides to ignore the 
“wish list’? and submits a comprehen- 
sive permit application to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, the Selectmen could 
obtain the land by purchase, as a gift, or 
by eminent domain, to protect it from

development that does not meet the 
needs of the town. This action, said Coly- 
er, would be a last resort, only to be tak- 
en if a developer is unwilling to meet the 
needs of the town and is unwilling to 
negotiate. 

“These articles,” said Colyer, “give us 

control of what happens on a site, (to 
get) what the town wants and needs...to 
go a lot further toward meeting our 
goals.” 
Comprehensive permits are currently 
costing the town approximately $30,000 
to $40,000 each in staff time, legal time 
and court stenographers, and if a deci- 
sion is appealed, that figure rises consid- 
erably. 

The first comprehensive permit pro- 
posed—and denied by the Zoning 
Board—is currently on appeal at the 
state level. Paul Bruk had proposed a 36- 
unit development in the Summer St. area 
and the petition was denied predomi- 
nantly due to drainage concerns. The 
appeal hearings are being conducted this 
week by the Housing Appeals Commit- 
tee. 

Also this week, the Riverview Com- 
mons Associates Limited Partnership 
submitted a comprehensive permit ap- 
plication approximately 22.4 acres, with 
frontage on Andover Business Park 
Drive, owned by Leo Corcoran. 

Proposed are 285 units, spread among 
five buildings. The unit breakdown in- 
cludes 25 studios, 145 one-bedroom units, 
100 two-bedroom units and 15 three-bed- 
room units. All units will be rentals—not 
condominiums—thus allowing the town 
to count all units into meeting its state-

William T. Downs stood in his crowded 
dining room, next to a big, bronze lamp 
that had once been a fire alarm box. The 
lamp, one-half of a matched pair, served 
an impressive testimony to the Andover 
native’s 31 years of service to his town’s 
Fire Department. 

About a year ago, after suffering a 
heart attack, the 59-year-old Downs had 
put his Fire Chief helmet away. His head 
did not remain bare for long; on this 
Monday night, in his house at 147 Elm 
Street, he had just learned that he had 
wor. a brand new hat—that of a town 
selectman. 

Looking trim and healthy in his sports 
jacket and tie, Downs grinned at the sup- 
porters gathered about him. They 
ranged in age from the very young to the 
old—kids and assorted relatives; 
friends; neighbors; men from the fire- 
house downtown. “I appreciate the sup- 
port I had from all my friends,” he said. 

Then he added, “I can’t say I was sur- 
prised; I wouldn’t have run if I thought I 
couldn’t win.”’ 

Win he did—with a total of 811 votes of 
2848 cast, more than 200 over his nearest 
competitor, Gail Ralston. He took five of 
Andover’s eight precincts and scored 
second in two others. 

For Downs, the election fulfilled a 
long-standing ambition. ‘“‘I’ve always 
wanted to go out for selectman,”’ he said. 
“As a Fire Chief, there was a conflict 
there. When I retired, I decided to run.” 
He took out his nomination papers on 
Jan. 6—tying Gerry Grasso for the sec- 
ond-quickest start in the race (Florence 
Buck, who later withdrew her candidacy, 
was first)—and set his campaign team in 
motion early. 

As they pored over the results from 


Town Hall Monday night, that team was 
openly exuberant. Firefighter Arthur 
Poulin clapped him on the back.‘‘He’s 
gonna be back leading the parade, where 
he’s been all his life,” he joked. 

Downs’ daughter, Cathy Wisecarver- 
,trailed her father with a videotape cam- 
era as he shook hands and accepted 
congratulations. It was suggested, face- 
tiously, that Downs find a baby to kiss, 
since he was now a politician. Instantly, 
someone produced a small, bald-headed 
and very perplexed-looking child in 
white terry “jammies.” It was Down’s 
granddaughter, Bonney Hewett. 

He kissed her, then handed her back to 
her mother. “I think she’s wet,’ he 
remarked. 

Wisecarver’s camera was not the only 
medium chasing the new selectman. As 
Bernice Downs doled out refreshments, a 
reporter from a Lawrence radio station 
collared her husband and led him to a 
telephone upstairs. He would be broad- 
casting victory words live for the radio 
audience, she told him. 

Receiver to her ear and microphone at 
the ready, the reporter asked Downs 
about his stand on expansion in general, 
and the now-ubiquitous Comprehensive 
Permit, in particular. “Housing should 
be under local control,” he told her. “I’m 
totally against Comprehensive Per- 
mits.” 

Downstairs, the crowd clustered 
around the radio, waiting for his words. 

The newscaster announced the election 
results, then apologized that the live 
broadcast would not be heard ‘“‘due to 
technical difficulties.’’ 

The supporters groaned and shook

Victory Rewards Effort

Two weeks after School Committee 
chairman Michael’ Giammusso an- 
nounced that he would not seek re-elec- 
tion, Margo Tilghman, 4 Lovejoy Road, 
began her successful campaign for the 
single open seat on the committee. 

When Town Clerk Elden Salter an- 
nounced Tilghman’s victory, with 38 per- 
cent of the vote, her campaign 
chairman, Kathy Brady, and campaign 
treasurer,Robbie Matto, were the first to 
the public telephone in the front hall of 
the Town Offices. Later, at the victory 
party, Matto commented that “every 
ounce of effort was worth’’ that winning 
moment. 

Tilghman attributes her success to the 
fact that she has been ‘‘very active in the 
school system”’ for some time and “knew 
a lot of people...who knew what kind of 
worker I was.”’ 

The renewal of confidence in the sec- 
ondary schools is of prime importance, 
she said, and her immediate goal is to 
make sure that individually good pro- 
grams at one junior high are imple- 


mented, at, both, She also. thinks.that the 


community needs to “give our students 
more support in things they care about”’ 
and ‘“‘to make sure that teachers have 
what they need to do their jobs well.” 

In the hope of prpmoting the involve- 
ment of the community at-large in the 
schools, Tilghman intends on holding 
question and answer periods once a 
month on a rotating schedule from 
school to school, although anyone will be 
welcome to attend, regardless of the 
school district they are from. 

All three unsuccessful candidates are 
intent on running again. 

Coming in a close second, tying Tilgh- 
man in two precincts and taking 30 per- 
cent of the vote, Sean Callahan looks at 
his campaign as “‘a good learning proc- 
ess” and plans on meeting with knowled- 
gable people over the course of the next 
year in order to continue that process. 
Callahan noted a lack of difference in 
opinion among the candidates—all 
moved for a more proactive approach to 
education and better internal and exter-

Disappointing 


While Monday’s turnout for the annual town 
election was much better than previous years, 
the total was somewhat disappointing. 

Given fine weather conditions and a number of 
candidates seeking seats on the board of select- 
men and school committee, only 2,848 residents 
saw fit to exercise their franchise. 

It should be noted that the elderly of the com- 
munity seemed to recognize their civic duty more 
than the younger generation, despite the fact 
there were young people on the ballot. 

But that is to be expected. Andover’s senior 
citizens can be counted on to support their com- 
munity just as they did a few years ago when 
they showed up in sufficient numbers to satisfy a 
quorum on the last night of town meeting to make 
everything legal. 

The low turnout is unfortunate in view of the 
well-conducted campaigns carried out by the 
candidates. There was a friendly camaraderie 
among the office seekers as they campaigned 
throughout the town and particularly in the down- 
town area on Saturdays. 

And, while the turnout was disappointing, there 
was something encouraging coming from the 
Monday election results. 

Most all of the candidates have indicated they 
were not disappointed by their losses and vowed 


to return to the electoral wars on another occa- 
sion. 

Certainly, such action is encouraging in view of 
the disinterest shown in recent years and the un- 
der 400 voter turnout of 1986. 

Speaking of campaigning, it seemed that the 
Monday election was the kickoff for an active 
campaign to save the old town hall in the central 
business district. 

Buttons have appeared, signs have been placed 
on the old, historic structure, appealing to ‘Save 
Me.’ 

All of this bodes well for an interesting town 
meeting. 

It generally takes one item such as the town 
hall issue to spur residents into attending the an- 
nual session, in view of the numer of lacklustre 
items which permeate the agenda. 

Between now and the convening of the meeting 
on April 6 in the Collins Center there will be con- 
siderable activity on the part of those for and 
against the saving of old town hall. 


Such activity, along with interest in various 
zoning and planning board issues should guar- 
antee not only a quorum but interesting dis- 
cussion over the three nights scheduled to 
transact the town’s business.

Natural light enters a kitchen 
through both windows and skylights 

‘i Though eminently desirable, natural 
light may illuminate a kitchen 


unevenly. A single window in the 


middie te a wall often creates such a

even light, consider using two 
windows on adjacent wails, adding 3 
skylight, or compensating for the 
glare by illuminating the surrounding 
aree with artificial light.

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Despite Losses On Monday 
Candidates Will Run Again 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


They shivered in the cold, the rain and the snow with 
their placards; they lived their lives under an obsession 
for the past two months. Yet at least three of the four 
candidates who lost the battle for election to the Board of 
Selectmen to retired Fire Chief William T. Downs would 
consider another run. 

In an election that pulled an 18 percent voter turnout- 
characterized by Town Clerk Elden Salter as a “‘good im- 
provement over the last three years’’ but, given the day 
and field of candidates, ‘‘nothing to write home about’ — 
Downs garnered 811 of 2848 votes. He came out ahead in 
five of the town’s eight precincts. 

His closest competitor was Gail Ralston, who polled 602 
votes. Ralston did not dominate any one precinct; instead, 
she showed a steady strength across the board. 

Ralston credits this consistancy to a broad base of sup- 
port that includes younger people who have been in town 
for fewer than 20 years, older residents seeking change, 
and voters who wish to see a woman elected to the board. 

‘T definitely think I can be happy with what I did, with 
second place,”’ she says. ‘‘It tells me very definitely that, 
in the future, I should run again.” 

She says that, since the election, she has received a 
great deal of feedback from individuals who would sup- 
port a second run. 

Given the chance to plan her campaign over again, 
Ralston says that she would have started earlier. ‘‘I 
picked up steam toward the end,”’ she says. 

Following close upon Ralston’s heels in the race was 
veteran triathalon ‘‘Ironman’’ Gerald Grasso, who won 
986 votes. Grasso took the fourth and sixth precincts, even 
though he polled fourth in his own (Precinct 2). 

“T thought the townspeople came out to vote for a tow- 
nie,’’ says Grasso of Downs’ victory. He adds that his own

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— tally pleased him; “I guess I’ve got some friends out 
ere. 

Grasso, who teaches science and coaches sports at And- 
over High School, contends that the vote was “pretty good 
for a school teacher. People don’t expect to see a teacher 
out there—they think we spend our time in this building 
(the high school) hiding out.”’ He says that his run got the 
point across that teachers can do other things than teach. 
‘“We’re human beings, too,” he says. 

Grasso is weighing the feasibility of another run. “I’m 
thinking about it. It’s nice to get out, but it’s not good to 
get overexposed, because people think you run just to run. 
I’m going to see what’s going to happen.” 

Robert Hughes considers his run, which won him 434 
votes, ‘‘a great experience for me—we had a lot of fun.” 

The election went to the person who was the most orga- 
nized, and able to attract the most voters, he says, adding 
that he called Downs to congratulate him on his victory. 
‘He did a good job,” says Hughes. 

‘There are two seats open next year,” he adds. “I have 
every intention to try again.” 

Robert Merrill trailed the field with 321 votes, winning 
his own West Andover precinct (5). Because of schedule 
conflicts, he was not able to be reached for comment by 
the TOWNSMAN’s publication deadline. : 

Of her husband's run for the seat, Merrill’s wife, Neila, 
Says, “‘He figured the public has spoken.” 

Asked if Merrill plans to run again, Neila Merrill says, 
“You never know.” Fielding such a question so soon after 
his defeat, she says, is somewhat like being asked if one 
wishes to have another baby immediately after a deliv- 
ery. At this point, she says, he plans to keep his options 
open. 


nal communication—and believes that 
Tilghman was more motivational in get- 
ting supporters to the polls. 

Edward Kupa, 4 Joseph St., answered 
an enthusiastic ‘I certainly am’’ when 
asked if he would be running for the next 
open seat. “The biggest problem was 
getting people to know who I was,”’ and 
now that they do, “I think I'll win.” 
About Tilghman, Kupa commented that 
‘she deserved to win...she worked 
hard.” 

“My age, my lack of experience, and 
my outspokeness on some of the issues,”’ 
were the three elements that brought 
about defeat for John Nardozza, 59 Ju- 
niper Road. He will run again “‘if it looks 
like there’s a good opportunity.”’ When 
asked what Tilghman’s winning edge 
was, Nardozza said that it was the sup- 
port of the Parent-Teacher Organiza- 
tions throughout the school system. 

All three believe that the campaign 
has improved their name recognition to 
the point that next time will be easier— 
and more fruitful.

Planners Give Negative Nod 
To Northwoods Proposal 


Among other business, the Planning 
Board Tuesday night held public hear- 
ings on two definitive subdivision plans, 
voted on a preliminary plan, and regis- 
tered a negative recommendation on the 
proposed Northwoods comprehensive 
permit plan to be heard by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals tonight. 

The “Hearthstone Village” definitive 
Front subdivision plan received a fa- 
vorable response from both the board 
and the planning staff. Since preliminary 
approval, the plans have been revised 
somewhat to address concerns express- 
ed by the board. 

The radius of each of the two roadways 
into the subdivision off Osgood Street has 
been brought up to meet current regula- 
tions. One of the roads has been moved 
slightly to accommodate a power ease- 
ment and the wetland crossing of the oth- 
er road has been eliminated. In addition, 
one less lot is included in the plan, which 
currently has 17 lots on one road and 20 
on the other. 

The ‘Woodland Park” definitive plan 
will include 27 acres of conservation land 
to be protected by either a restriction or

The subdivision, which will be ac- 
cessed from River Road, also includes 
emergency access from Chandler Road, 
will have one roadway, Federal Street, 
that will have deceleration lanes at two 
specific points.

A special permut tor earth movement 
and regrading will be required as part of 
the definitive plan and profiles of exist- 
ing and pergoget, — from the street 
line of lots 2, 3, 4 5, and 6, through the 
center of the lots to the rear lot line will 
be submitted 

Water service pressure level calcula- 
tions for lots 7, 8, 9 and 10 must be done 
to the satisfaction of the Department of 
Public Works and the division line be- 
tween lots six and seven must be moved

Again acting in conjunction with a Zon- 
ing Board petition, the board voted in fa- 
vor of plans submitted by JCH Realty 
Trust to add on to an apartment building 
at 55 High St. Numerous improvements 
will be made on the property in the areas 
of parking and the driveway. The Zoning 
Board will now be able to submit their 
decision on the special permit.
